Why  did 
America  take  to  drag  in  such  a big  way? 

What  is  the  relationship  between  female 
impersonation  and  homosexuality?  Where  do 
compulsive  transvestites  fit  into  the  scheme 
of  things?  How  do  glamorous  impersona- 
tors shape  themselves  like  women?  What 
is  the  relevance  of  drugs  and  hormone 
injections? 

All  these,  and  many  more  questions  are 
answered  as  the  reader  makes  his  way 
through  a glittering  gallery  of  heroines, 
strippers,  tragic  women,  dames,  comic 
figures  and  sopranos— all  of  whom  are 
MEN. 
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It  has  come  to  our  attention  that  DRAG 
magazine  is  being  called  and  thought 
of  as  a magazine  about  the  homosexual 
transvestite,  Because  of  this  trend  of 
thought  we  feel  that  we  should  advise 
our  readers  why  we  chose  to  use  the 
title,  DRAGc 

Drag,  being  an  ambiguous  word,  can 
apply  to  both  the  heterosexual  tv  and 
the  homosexual  tv,  The  term  was  o- 
riginally  used  to  describe  the  cloth- 
ing or  costumes  worn  by  actors  dur- 
ing Elizabethan  times  when  men  play- 
ed the  feminine  roles  in  theatrical 
productions c They  were  not  histori- 
cal costumes  of  the  times  but  were 
the  fashions  of  the  times  that  the  play 
was  presented,  whether  or  not  the 
play  took  place  in  ancient  Greece  or 
Africa,  The  most  popular  gowns  us- 
ed were  those  with  a long  train  which 
'dragged'  across  the  stage,  As  a re- 
sult of  this  'dragging'  across  the 


stage  the  costume  became  known  as 
drag. 

We  changed  the  original  title  of  our 
magazine  from  DRAG  QUEENS  to  just 
DRAG  because  it  was  misleading  our 
readers  to  believe  it  was  exclusively 
a magazine  about  the  homosexual  trans- 
vestite. Not  sol  The  new  title  does 
not  have  any  sexual  implications  so  the 
heterosexual  tv  should  not  be  afraid  to 
read  our  publication0  (We  do  hope  our 
readers  are  magnanimous  enough  or 
grown  up  enough  to  accept  the  many 
divisions  of  the  transvestite  world 
whether  they  are  part  of  a particular 
division  or  note  ) 

Incidentally,  over  95%  of  our  readers - 
subscribers  are  from  the  heterosexual 
persuasion.  We  are  a magazine  ABOUT 
THE  TRANSVESTITE  be  they  gay,  straight, 
or  just  plain  confused!

The  broad  objective  of  Queens  Libera- 
tion Front  is  to  gain  the  legal  right  for 
everyone  who  so  desires  to  crossdress 
regardless  of  their  sexual  orientation 
or  desires.  Queens  Lib  is  not  a mem- 
bership organization  but  more  of  a 
foundation  that  is  financed  by  drag  balls, 
the  publication  of  a magazine,  DRAG 
and  by  speaking  engagements  on  the 
pheonoma  of  cross-dressing.  The  only 
contributions  accepted  by  Queens  is  in 
the  form  of  time  and  talent  on  the  part 
of  professional  people.  To  keep  in 
contact  with  people  interested  in  cross- 
dressing QLF  maintains  an  internation- 
al mailing  list  of  over  2,  000  individuals 
and  organizations.  Also,  the  voice  of 
QLF  or  commonly  Queens,  DRAG  mag- 
azine reaches  3, 500  people  across  the 
country. 

In  its  original  prospectus  Queens  Lib- 
eration Front,  then  just  known  as 
Queens  put  forth  two  goals; 

1.  RIGHT  TO  CONGREGATE;  In 
New  York  the  license  for  a drag 
ball  or  rather  dance  permit 
stated  that  men  dressed  in 
the  female  attire  were  not  to 

be  permitted  on  the  premises 
of  said  dance. 

2.  RIGHT  TO  DRESS  AS  WE  SEE 
FIT

We  feel  that  the  wearing  of  a 
particular  article  of  clothing 
doesn't  make  one  a criminal. 

We  hope  to  get  a ruling  adopt- 
ing the  law  presently  used  in 
the  state  of  Hawaii.  It  has 
been  interpreted  to  mean  that 
one  may  wear  the  clothing  of 
the  opposite  sex  as  long  as  he 


does  not  deceive  others.  If 
one  wears  a button  stating  that 
one  is  a male  it  takes  away 
all  criminal  aspects  of  cross- 
dressing. 

On  October  31st,  1970  the  first  anni- 
versary of  the  organization  Executive 
Director,  Lee  Brewster  presented 
to  the  transvestite  community  QLF's 
first  birthday  present.  . .the  remov- 
al of  the  discriminatory  clause  on  the 
dance  permit. 

Afterwards , during  1970-71,  before  go- 
ing to  court  to  set  a legal  precedent 
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Queens  Lib  attorneys  searched  the 
law  books  for  something  else  that 
might  be  used  against  the  transvestite. 
The  only  anti-drag  statement  the 
lawyers  came  up  with  was  one  on  the 
Catering  and  Caberet  licenses  which 
stated:  " No  homosexuals,  Lesbians 
OR  PERSONS  PRETENDING  TO  BE 
were  to  be  allowed  on  the  premises 
of  a licensed  establishment.  Afraid 
someone  would  use  that  clause  against 
the  crossdresser  as  cause  not  to 
allow  the  tv  access  to  public  accomo- 
dations, Queens  Liberation  director, 
Lee  Brewster  and  her  attorneys  made 
another  call  upon  the  Bureau  of  Con- 
sumer affairs.  Mrs.  Susan  First, 
legal  representative  for  the  depart- 
ment wanted  to  know  which  of  the 
aforementioned  groups  Mr.  Brewster 
and  the  lawyers  represented.  Lee 
spoke  up  and  said,  "the  persons  pre- 
tending to  be.  " After  about  one  hour 
of  debating  Queens  Lib  won  again. 

The  clause  was  removed  from  the 
books.  A second  birthday  gift  was 
given  to  the  TV  community. 

Queens  Liberation  has  been  repre- 
sented on  the  campuses  of  the  colleges 
in  the  North  East  area  of  the  Uc  Sc 
Some  of  the  more  recent  engagements 


were  at  Rutgers  University,  New  York 
University,  Patterson  State  College, 
Mills  College  (an  all  girls  school)  and 
Newark  State  college  at  Union,  N.  J. 

At  all  the  speaking  engagements  QLF 
representatives  appear  in  full  female 
attire.  To  date  all  the  apperances  have 
been  very  well  received.  At  Patter- 
son State  College,  Mr.  Brewster  re- 
ceived such  a reception  she  had  to 
ask  them  to  stop  applauding.

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I showed  the  doctor  my  cashier's 
check  for  $4,  000.  It  may  not  have 
impressed  him,  but  seeing  this  Swiss 
Bank  check  with  my  name  on  it  cer- 
tainly impressed  me,  even  if  it  WAS 
borrowed  money.  It  was  the  largest 
sum  I had  ever  amassed  at  any  one 
time. 

The  check  was  made  out  to  Dr.  Georges 
Borou  of  Casablanca.  I had  already 
communicated  to  him  that  he  could  ex- 
pect my  arrival  in  three  weeks  for 
his  world  renowned  sex-reassignment 
surgery. 

My  visit  to  the  doctor  here  in  America 
was  on  a Thursday  evening.  I had 
made  the  appointment  only  that  af- 
ternoon. As  I sat  at  his  desk  and 
stated  my  desires,  I showed  him  the 
check  as  an  indication  of  my  resolve. 
This  was  intended  to  forestall  any 
cautionary  words  of  advice.  (If  I had 
gone  this  far,  would  I be  likely  to 
heed  them?)  In  addition,  assuming 
the  doctor's  services  are  not  given 
out  of  purely  altruistic  motives, 
this  slight  drain  on  the  national  (and 
local)  economy  might  appear  undesir- 
able. I needn't  have  worried.  Later 
contact  with  this  doctor  revealed  to 
me  that  he  is  for  letting  people  de- 
termine their  own  destinies,  and  al- 


so that  he  did  not  need  me.  Later  in 
our  relationship  I told  him  he  was  ful- 
filling the  dream  of  every  young  med- 
ical student:  to  replace  suffering  and 
misery  with  relief  and  happiness . I 
still  believe  it. 

The  result  of  this  appointment  was  a- 
nother  appointment  for  the  following 
Sunday  evening,  at  which  time  the 
first  stage  of  the  operation  was  to  be 
performed:  the  castration. 

With  feet  in  the  stirrups,  I received 
a dozen  or  so  needles  of  novacaine  a- 
round  the  base  of  the  scrotum.  When 
this  had  taken  effect,  the  scrotum 
was  opened  and  the  testicles  were 
removed.  There  are  three  tubes  or 
ducts  that  come  from  within  the  body 
to  each  of  the  testicles.  It  was 
necessary  to  pull  each  of  these  until 
they  were  slightly  stretched  from  with- 
in the  body,  and  then  to  cut  and  cauterize 
them.  This  is  the  part  that  hurt, 
since  there  was  no  anesths etization  in 
the  body.  It  was  not  unbearable.  Af- 
ter that  the  job  was  done  except  for 
closing  the  wound.  The  skin  of  the 
scrotum  was  left  intact,  of  course, 
for  later  use  in  constructing  the  labia. 

When  I left  the  office  that  night,  I was 
given  seven  darvon  tablets  to  take  if 
any  pain  should  persist.  There  was 
very  little,  and  I only  took  one  when  I 
went  to  bed  to  help  in  sleeping.  The 
residual  pain  was  no  worse  than  that 
of  a pulled  tooth. 

At  this  point,  the  reader  may  wonder 
how  the  removal  of  the  testicles  affect- 
ed my  sex  drive.  The  answer  is  that 
there  was  absolutely  no  diminishing 
of  sexual  desires.  If  anything,  the 
day  to  day  knowledge  that  my  dress 
was  less  of  a disguise  and  a more  nat- 
ural garb  for  my  body  increased  my

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"It  isn't  quite  like  the  end  of  the  world-- 
I mean  it  isn't  quite  like  stealing  or  even 
killing  someone.  ..."  Usually  repelled 
at  the  prospect  of  anyone's  sexual  life- 
style being  equated  to  stealing  or  kill- 
ing, it  has  always  appeared  as  uncall- 
ed for  extremism.  One  abhors  the 
conspiracy  of  words  when  linking  cat- 
agories.  But  somehow,  perhaps  due 
to  the  credit  of  the  film's  total  de- 
livery in  the  appeal  of  someones  cry 
for  acceptanc  e.  Cinerama's  IWANT 
WHAT  I WANT  rings  loud,  clear  and 
true. 

From  the  very  beginning  one  grasps 
the  pain  of  lonelinessand  longing.  The 
pain  of  awkwardness  and  self  ostra- 
cism. From  the  very  beginning,  one 
tastes  the  twilight  zone  of  Roy  Clark. 
Anne  Heywood  manages  to  play  both 
sides  of  the  transvestite-transsexual 
quite  well  considering  she  IS  a geni- 
tal female.  This  reviewer  will  not 
cavil  with  either  chaterization,  for 
it  is  the  spirit  of  the  role  which  is 
paramount.  So  while  perhaps  lack- 
ing in  masculine  image  of  Roy,  Miss 
Heywood  more  than  compensates  with 
the  aura  of  the  situation  so  many  A- 
merican  men  are  apparently  awaken- 
ing to. 
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The  story  progresses  quite  matter 
of  fact  like  in  showing  the  usual  be- 
havior pattern  inherent  in  the  wo- 
man trapped  in  a man's  body  and 
his/her  problems  encountered  by 
family,  friends,  society  and  love 
itself.  The  sceptical  sister,  the  in- 
calcitrant  father,  the  first  male  love 
are  all  true-to-life  ingredients  to  be 
found  in  I WANT  WHAT  I WANT  „ The 
reactions  to  these  portrayals  are 
vivid  and  real.  The  father,  who  lashes 
out  to  destroy  his  son  upon  learning 

of  the  secret  life.  The  liberal  sis- 
ter who  isn't  quite  so  liberal  when 

it  comes  to  having  one  in  the  family. 

And  the  man  who  falls  in  love  with 
Wendy.  The  moment  of  truth  for  him 
is  both  brutal  and  horrifying.  It  is 
certainly  not  a scene  for  the  weak- 
bellied. 

One  is  particularly  impressed  by  the 
fortitude  in  the  character  of  Roy /Wendy. 
While  certainly  not  the  militant  of  today's 
standards.  Miss  Heywood  still  gives 
dignity  to  the  character  by  not  allowing 
the  protagonist  to  go  begging.  As  the 
title  demands  he  "wants  what  she  wants". 
Particularly  amusing  is  the  confrontation 
between  the  sister  and  Wendy  in  the 
picture's  moment  of  truth. 

Considerable  trans vestite-trans s exual 
research  is  evident  in  the  remarkable 
'feel'  of  the  performances  and  the  mo- 
tion picture  itself.

This  is  a pretty  good  movie.  Unfort- 
unately that's  the  most  that  can  be 
said  for  it,  that  it's  pretty  good. 

The  idea  is  different  and  clever.  A 
female  movie  star  is  discovered,  up- 
on her  death,  to  have  been  a man. 

The  film  shows,  through  flashbacks, 
how  all  this  came  about. 

The  acting  throughout  is  competent, 
if  not  inspired,  and  Jeremy  Stock- 
well  manages  the  tricky  task  of  being 
convincing  as  "Dinah  East". 

Technically  the  film  is  well  handled 
with  good  photography  and  so  on.  The 
only  exceptions  to  this  generality 
are  the  sound  in  a couple  of  scenes 
and  the  fact  that  the  film  seems  to 
slip  out  of  its  period  (1940's)  now  and 
then,  but  one  has  the  feeling  that  it 
is  probably  a function  of  the  low  bud- 
get rather  than  carelessness  on  the 
part  of  the  people  involved. 

The  main  flaws  with  the  film  must 
be  laid  at  the  feet  of  the  writer -direc - 
tor  Gene  Nash.  Nash  obviously  has 
sympathy  for  the  people  he  is  deal- 
ing with,  but  here  it  gets  in  his  way 
He  is  so  anxious  that  the  characters 
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ease  and  desire  for  expression  of  love. 

In  spite  of  a year  and  a half  of  hor- 
mones, taken  both  orally  and  by  in- 
jection, I was  masturbating  several 
times  a day  right  up  until  my  entry 
into  the  hospital  for  the  long  awaited 
stage  two.  There  was  absolutely  no 
detectable  lessening  in  pleasure  from 
this  little  discussed  pastime. 

Wearing  a baby  blue  cotton  dress  with 
matching  color  suitcase  in  hand  I ven- 
tured forth  on  the  next  stage  of  my 
journey  from  baggy-pants  tedium  to 
nylon-caressing  glossiness:  to  state 
it  another  way,  I checked  into  the  hos- 
pital. 

For  those  who  are  not  familiar  with  trans 
sexual  surgery,  it  should  be  pointed 
out  that  the  operation  is  often  carried 
out  in  two  stages:  the  castration  and 

the  vaginal-labia  construction.  (It  should 
also  be  stated  that  you  are  reading  an 
article  written  by  someone  who  is  not 
an  authority  in  this  field.  The  book  by 
Dr.  Harry  Benjamin  or  the  book  from 
Johns  Hopkins  Press  should  be  consult- 
ed for  greater  and  more  accurate  de- 
tail. ) In  the  second  operation,  the  pe- 
nis is  skinned,  the  interior  is  discard- 
ed, a cavity  is  made  within  the  body, 
and  the  skin  of  the  penis  is  used  to 
line  the  cavity.  As  previously  stated, 
the  skin  of  the  penis  is  used  to  simu- 
late (yes,  simulate,  not  create)  the 
labia  . The  urinary  tract  is  re-rout- 
ed to  emerge  above  the  new  vagina, 
where,  if  memory  serves  me,  it  be- 
longs. 

Pain?  Yes, of  course.  It  depends  on 
your  threshold  and  your  attitude.  It's 
there  in  the  hospital  and  at  home,  but 
since  we  all  will  experience  these 
things  differently,  let  me  say  that 
anyone  who  goes  through  it  will  more 
likely  speak  of  the  damned  big  dis- 


comfort experienced,  and  then  laugh 
in  the  same  way  she  did  while  having 
it. 

For  many  months  after  the  operation 
it  is  necessary  to  wear  a prosthetic 
form  (dilator)  in  the  vagina.  Like 
any  unnatural  incision  in  the  body,  it 
will  close  up  if  it  is  not  kept  open. 

The  form  is  approximately  the  size 
and  shape  of  the  penis.  My  own  form 
is  about  six  and  a half  inches  long. 

It  must  be  lubricated  before  insertion. 
(I  find  it  difficult  to  walk  the  length 
of  my  apartment  without  stumbling 
over  the  cap  from  a flattened  tube 
of  K-Y.  ) 

The  instructions  from  my  doctor  were 
to  wear  it  as  much  as  possible:  I wore 
it  twenty-three  hours  a day.  After  a- 
bout  six  months  he  told  me  to  use  it 
for  about  twenty  minutes  three  times 
a day.  This  reduction  in  time  was  a 
relief.  The  dilator  was  not  painful  or 
uncomfortable  in  place,  but  squatting 
or  sitting  would  sometime  push  it  from 
its  proper  location  out  into  the  less 
deep  portion  of  the  vagina,  and  it  would 
be  necessary  to  go  to  the  ladies'  room 
to  insert  it  more  deeply.  (Can't  do 
without  those  sphincters,  but  they  do 
push ! ) 

The  possibility  exists  that  some  read- 
er out  there  might  be  wondering  a- 
bout  intercourse.  Yes,  I have,  and 
yes,  I enjoyed  it.  No,  I did  not  have 
an  orgasm.  What  I enjoyed  was  fin- 
ally fulfilling  the  role  that  I felt  was 
natural  to  me.  I did  not  expect  an 
orgasm,  nor  do  I expect  one  soon,  and 
I realize  that  I may  never  experience 
one  again.  This  is  not  a happy  circum- 
stance, but  so  be  it.  It  certainly  would 
be  unrealistic  to  expect  one  in  one's 
first  encounters,  when  the  fear  of 
adequacy,  the  fear  of  not  passing,  the 
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tension  of  a final  culmination  are  all 
working  against  the  natural  release 
of  tension.  One  may  wonder  if  a born 
woman  could  have  an  orgasm  with 
such  tensions.  This  writer  doubts  it. 

I regret  that  no  picture  accompanies 
this  article.  It  is  my  intention  to  fade 
into  the  outside  world  without  fanfare 
or  Bronx  cheers.  The  fern  name  used 
here  is  not  my  own.  My  hair  is  long, 
my  breasts  are  full,  I long  for  affection, 
and  I do  not  seek  any  status  as  spokes- 
woman for  sexual  change.  I seek  the  new 
ends  that  I have  been  striving  for:  a man, 
a quiet  life,  and  a future  with  love.

DSNAH 

are  not  overplayed  that  they  all  wind 
up  being  underplayed.  He  is  so  anx- 
ious that  we  not  laugh  'at'  the  charac- 
ters that  he  mutes  the  natural  humor 
of  the  situation  to  the  point  where  it 
practically  fades  away. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  fault  is  that 
Nash  does  not  let  us  get  close  enough 

to  the  character  of  the  boy  who  becomes 
Dinah  East  so  that  we  get  his  perspective 
on  the  unique  events  he  goes  through  and 
his  feelings  about  them. 

The  end  result  is  something  not  objec- 
tive enough  to  be  comedy  but  not  sub- 
jective enough  to  be  drama  of  character, 
and,  since  it  fails  to  quite  succeed  on 
either  level  it  misses  being  truly  en- 
tertaining as  well.  Everything  is  so 
mannered  and  carefully  considered  and 
tasteful  in  this  picture  ( despite  its  "X" 
rating)  that  the  end  result  is  rather 
like  a banquet,  all  the  courses  of  which 
taste  like  Cream  of  Wheat. 

When  Gene  Nash  learns  that  we  can 
laugh  heartily  at  the  things  people  do 
yet  still  feel  fondness  and  compassion 
for  them  or  can  see  their  sorrows  and 
not  be  embar rased  then  he  can  take 
the  idea  of  DINAH  EAST  and  make  a 
movie  that  will  really  be  something  to 
see. 


One  can  safely  say,  "I  WANT  WHAT  I 
WANT"  is  more  of  a clinical  observa- 
tion of  a trans vestite /trans s exual  than 
an  entertainment.  It  is  a motion  pic- 
ture more  likely  to  be  discussed  and 
analyzed  rather  than  enjoyed.  How- 
ever, let  me  quickly  add,  it  does 
succeed  on  both  levels.
